i1l of events, are not discouraged by transient
vils, and, after long patience, the long-breathed,
uound-like patience of oligarchy, withont rest
ind without haste, they reap in the end full har-
vest of complete success: but the trouble with
he masses is bke a child, they dig up the seed
in 8ix month4to see whether it has sprouted.
They must have an imwediate result. They
must see a palpable eflect. They cannot wait
for ideas,

Our danger is that we hasten after a paste-
board reconstruction, an outside cure, 4 seeming
peace, Why, the Demucracy thirty years ago
commenced this very strugele between the
prejudices of the dominant white race, und
to-day, after thirty years, a generation honors
the industry of the blacks, which has been so
tireleas nnd so censeless and successful, that
three-fifths cultivated the land of the South—
land, the very basis of the Governmenti—the
foundation of power—the source of governmen-
tal force,

Now this problem of gettinz rid of the igno-
rant, besotted, definnt, revengeful, bigoted
white racey full of prejudices to the negro, be-
cause it'is whipped and likely to be converted—
because unsueccessful—this provlem is one the
nation has to solve. For what ere the parties
to it? On the one side stands the mobocrat
of the White House—(applause)—this self-
educated leader of Rebeldom within the camp
of the loyal States, | am called a harsh erine.

A year ago in September I ventured to say,
in 51@ city of New York, that the Presi-
dent of the Unjted States, instead of beiug a
mistaken Iriend, was a delibernto, systematic,
conscientions enemy to the loyal States—that
he was not merely in error, bur was plotting
sntsgouism..
